The engine was 
driven across the country from Elmira, N.Y., by 
Engineer William Messersmith, Lt. John Beveridge 
and Steve Heydorff. The three volunteers took vaca¬ 
tiontime from their jobs to make the trip across 
the country. Accompanying the Sierra Madre engine 
was a new Arcadia Fire Department pumper driven 
by Captain Kim Wood and Engineer Tony Sadler. 

They left New York on Monday morning, Feb. 
1. The trip covered 3725 miles over a seven-day per¬ 
iod. Due to the severe weather conditions through¬ 
out the midwestern states, a southerly route was 


The engine will spend the next two weeks at 
Universal Mack in Los Angeles for a thorough 
checkout that will be followed by extensive train¬ 
ing sessions for the department’s 44 members. The 
engine will be placed into active service upon the 
completion of the training and the receipt of the 
supporting equipment. The purchase of this apparatus 
marks the first time in 21 years that the department 
has received a brand new engine.

Boyle opposes Mountioy as assemblyman

Richard Boyle, 45, a screen writer, author and 
former war correspondent, has announced he will run 
in the Democratic primary in the 42nd Assembly 
District, opposing incumbent Richard Mountjoy. 

Boyle, a resident of Sierra Madre, won the 
Academy Award nomination lor the film, “Salva¬ 
dor,” as well as many other honors last year. 

Boyle will kick off his campaign m Sierra 
Madre on Saturday, Feb. 20 at VidtKville. 3883 
East Sierra Madre Blvd. He will autograph posieis 
of “Salvador,” and ask residents their views. 

Boyle plans to travel to Sacramento in ihe com¬ 
ing weeks to meet with leaders ol the paiiv to dis 
cuss strategy. "Speaker Willie Brown is an olil pei 
sonal friend, going back 28 years and he pioiiiised to 
attend a inaior fundraisei with manv in the eiiiei 
tuiiunent industry," Boyle said 

While coiweding it will be an uphill lighi, 
Boyle said: "II Pat Robertsivn wins the ttOI’ 
nomination, I think millions iil Repubhs.in' will 
switch to the IXmiivrats if thes uniie up with a ginnl 


candidate.” 

This factor, plus a massive registration drive 
may help, he said. Boyle said he believes the TV 
preacher w ill be the dark horse GOP candidate. 

Boyle worked on the congressional staff of Paul 
N McCloskey as a national security advisor. 
McC'loskey, a leading Republican, and Boyle are 
longtime friends and the former congressman wrote 
the introduction to Boyle’s acclaimed book on the 
Vietnam war, “Flower of the Dragon.” 

Boyle formally announced his campaign Satur¬ 
day at University of Southern California in an 
imernational forum with other film writers and 
dnectois.

Robert J. Spitz, who identifies himself as the 
director of the California headquarters of American 
Freedom Coalition, an entity that recently moved to 
Sierra Madre, commented that Newsweek had pub¬ 
lished “several misstatements” in their Feb. 15 
piece about American Freedom Coalition. 

“They talk about Rev. Moon — it gives the 
appearance that we’re one and the same and we’re 
not. We receive no money at all from the Unification 
Church.” 

The group plans an open house at offices 
at 80 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. on Mar. 4. 

Spitz said the coalition was not a part of 
CAUSA International. 

Rev. Sun Myung Moon, founder of Unification 
Church, is the Korean-born evangelist who believes 
that he is the next messiah. Among the causes of 


Moon’s right wing group is support of the Nicaraguan 
contras. 

CAUSA International was founded by Dr. 
Bo Hi Pak, who is Moon’s first lieutenant. According 
to a brochure which The News was able to uncover, 
CAUSA International was established in 1980 to 
facilitate the search for responses to social problems, 
“which presents a god-affirming perspective of ethics 
and morality as a basis for free societies. . . (it) pro¬ 
vides a significant insight into Marxism-Leninism.” 

Coalition Director Spitz, a former attorney 
from Fremont, Calif., said the American Freedom 
Coalition is “nonpartisan and nonprofit.” He also 
stated that they support “traditional family values, 
the Constitution and our founding fathers.” 

When asked for specific stands. Spitz said, “We 
are against federally-funded abortion.” 

When asked their stand on the Equal Rights 
Amendment, he said, “Of course, we feel women 
should have equal rights in society and we believe the 
present laws adequately protect wpmen. The Equal 
Rights Amendment is simply unnecessary.” 

In reply when asked their views on women 
working outside their home, he said, “It is necessary 
in many cases but we’d like to see incentives for 
women to stay at home and raise children . . . Families 
are penalized in the current income tax structure.” 

The News asked Spitz how he would address the 
problem of a one-parent family with that parent being 
a woman. He answered, “We are mostly concerned 
about the lack of commitment to marriage and lack 
of understanding of the importance of the nuclear 
family. We promote commitment to the family.” 

Spitz said his wife stays home and takes care of 
their child.

Chemicals deserve 
fair shake

The same puolic that once eagerly wel¬ 
comed new life-saving and life-enhancing 
chemical products has developed an un¬ 
warranted suspicion of the chemical in¬ 
dustry. The suspicion is fostered both by 
the media and the government. 

Chemical scares make good head¬ 
lines. But scientific studies that dispute 
scare stories, or put them in perspective, 
seldom win a frontpage story or a spot 
on the evening news. To the media, these 
are not events. 

For example, as research into the 
causes of cancer has advanced, scientists 
have discovered that our environment 
Is filled with potential chemical carcino¬ 
gens, but only a small fraction are man¬ 
made. According to the American Medical 
Association, scientific research has not 
uncovered and “definite epidemiological 
evidence that the United States has ex¬ 
perienced an overall increase in the in¬ 
cidence of cancer related to high levels 
of pollutants or contaminants in the en¬ 
vironment.” 

The public, of course, deserves full 
information about chemical risks, but the 
information needs to be scientifically ac¬ 
curate, and it needs to explain the min¬ 
ute nature of most chemical risks and the 
potential rewards of chemical products. 

Chemical industry products — phar¬ 
maceuticals, synthetic materials, agricul¬ 
tural chemicals — have dramatically en¬ 
hanced the lives of people around the 
world. The industry has one of the best 
health and safety records of any major 
industry — and in 1986, at a time of huge 
trade deficits, produced a positive trade 
balance of $8 billion — the largest of any 
major U.S. industry. 

New and exciting technological ad¬ 
vances are now taking place in the chemi¬ 
cal industry. Companies are developing 
specialized catalysts that permit chemical 
reactions heretofore impossible. They are 
introducing separation technologies that 
can significantly increase the purity of 
food, drugs and a wide range of chemi¬ 
cal products. Other new technologies may 
thvoluflomxe the treatment of wastewater. 
Ultra high strength fibers will someday 
transform the automobile Industry, while 
genetic engineering is already trans¬ 
forming the pharmaceutical industry. 

The chemical industry is on the verge 
of breakthroughs far more dramatic than 
anything witnessed to date — if, that is, 
the spirit of fearfulness toward chemicals 
does not destroy that promise. 

Fear of chemicals can stifle innova¬ 
tion and slow or completely block efforts 
to enhance health and safety. 

The nation’s current regulatory sys¬ 
tem has a powerful bias against new pro¬ 
ducts and new ideas. The Food and Drug 
Administration’s slow - moving and cum- 
berson approval process has created a 
five to 10 year lag between the United 
States and major foreign competitors. The 
pesticide registration and approval pro¬ 
cess devours from a third to a half of the 
patent years available to agricultural 
chemicals, reducing the incentive for in¬ 
vestment in new product development. 
Regulatory restrictions may yet cripple 
the biotechnology industry, despite U.S. 
leadership in this growing field. 

Hazardous waste cleanup regulations 
are actually discouraging efforts to im¬ 
prove health and safety. Superfund regu¬ 
lations have created so many legal snarls, 
and such voluminous reporting require¬ 
ments, that years generally elapse before 
cleanup begins. 

The opponents of the chemical In¬ 
dustry would prefer to ignore the strong 
demand for chemical industry products. 
Behind much of the chemical fear - mon- 
gering, especially among special interest 
groups, is a fundamental hostility toward 
consumers and the choices they freely 
make. I call It the ‘snail darter’ vision of 
the world — a vision that sees the people 
not as producers and consumers but as 
interlopers and polluters of the natural 
world. 

The chemical industry has made a tre¬ 
mendous contribution to this nation, in¬ 
deed to the world. Let’s acknowledge that 
achievement.

Jordan and 
Caldwell still do nearly all the work after hours since 
they advertise 24 hours of service. 

But Gem Plumbing is not only a full service 
plumbing company. Because of their extensive re¬ 
search when they went to computerized log-keeping 
in 1984, they have become advisers on computer 
software to other companies. Other stores arc setting 
up the same computer system since Margaret Marsh 
at Gem developed a system that would work for them. 

The system has an inventory price list of 20,000 
and 6000 active customers (with 20,000 working 
customers) are entered into the computer. 

Margaret says, “It allows us to identify and 
call the customer quickly, acknowledge the customer 
and instantly view past experience.” 

When asked what she thinks of the computer, 
now nearly four years old, she smiles and sayi. 


“Nearly wonderful.” Then she adds, “We arc 
very dependent on it for inventory, customers, 
accounts receivable and accounts payable.” 

How do they run a company so efficiently? “It 
lakes teamwork,” Hal answers. 

Margaret has been with the company for 13 
years. Bill Swanson is the only plumber Gem had 
when they first opened 30 years ago and he still works 
for them. Paul Helwig was with them 12 years before 
opening his own plumbing shop.

Government food 
distribution 

On Wednesday, Feb. 24, government com¬ 
modities will be distributed in Sierra Madre 
at the Senior Citizens Center, Memorial Park, 
232 W. Sierra Madre Blvd., 1 to 3 p.m., 
to Sierra Madre residents only. 

Eligible recipients must be low-income per¬ 
sons over 18 years of age.. Only one allo¬ 
cation per household is allowed no matter how 
many persons reside in that home. All persons 
will be required to show proof of residence 
and income eligibility by showing food stamp 
I.D., medical cards, welfare I.D., etc. Utility 
bills, California drivers licenses or I.D.s, etc. 
will be acceptable proofs of residence. Families 
who meet requirements will receive five pounds 
of American cheese, two pounds of rice, says 
Edward J. Wellman, government commodi¬ 
ties distribution chairman for Sierra Madre.

to the incumbent to debate. “The voters of our 
dislricl are very intelligent and won’t be fooled 
by a slick, high priced ad campaign ... I think 
they will welcome a debate,’’ Boyle slated. 

“For example,’’ Boyle said, “citizens are let up 
with the high cost of liability auto insurance. It 
isn’t lair that the insurance companies can charge 
whatever they want based soley on where one lives.’’ 

Another problem that bothers Boyle is the high 
cost of home heating gas. “The gas company charges 
big business less than the going rale, but hits the 
home owner with big bills, that must change.” 

Boyle said he will fight against phone porn. “I 
would not want my 8-year-old son listening to that 
garbage. Letting consutners block 976 numbers is 
part of the atiswer,” he said, “but more must be 
done.” 

Boyle, who was twice wounded in combat 
in Vietnam, and once in El Salvador as a radio 
reporter for NBC, is also a veteran of the California 
National Guard, serving in the artillery. 

1 don’t think that California National Guard 
should go to Honduras and get involved in a war 
that is none of our business.” 

Last fall Boyle toured the Eastern United 
States, speaking at universities and debated spokes¬ 
men for the contras. “I simply believe that the 
millions of dollars we gave to the contras could 
have been better spent on our citizens here at home.” 

The lack of long-term health care for our 
seniors is a national disgrace,” Boyle says. In 
198.*' his father died after a long-term illness, wiping 
out his life savings. Boyle said, “It isn’t fair that 
a savings of a life of work should be wiped out 
by a long tertn illness. We desperately need legislation 
to help our seniors.” 

Another issue Boyle said he will work tor is 
a national presidential primary. “California is the 
largest state in the nation, but our votes don’t 
count,” he declared. “By the time of the California 
primary, the nomination is usually all but decided.” 

Boyle added, “I realy don’t know where my 
opponent stands on these issues. That’s why we 
must have open and televised debates so that the 
voters can find out.” Boyle said he plans to issue 
a series of white papers during the campaign on these 
and other issues. 

Boyle is the grandson of Irish immigrants who 
came to California in 1910. Born in San Francisco, 
his family moved to Los Angeles when he was 
11. Boyle attended Catholic school and sold news¬ 
papers on a street corner in Hollywood. 

“My dad was a labor leader, the national vice 
president of National Federation of Federal Em¬ 
ployees,” Boyle said, “and instilled in me a great 
respect of America’s labor movement.” Boyle 
feels that American workers are getting the short 
end of the stick by the incumbent administration, 
“and it’s time we got a break.” He will tight to 
put teeth into OSHA to ensure better health and 
safely standards for workers. 

Boyle is a member of the Writers Guild, as 
well as the Academy of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences. 

Another local issue that interests Boyle is the 
dangerous use of skateboards by youngsters. “At 
night they are hard to see and I would hale to see any 
more fatalities.” He likes the idea ol a park lor 
skateboard use and would work to secure stale fund¬ 
ing for this and other projects if elected.

They admit that “CAUSA — the anti-com¬ 
munist educational organization supported by busi¬ 
ness interests of the Unification Church — provided 
a significant amount of volunteer assistance to our 
efforts.” 

Rev. Moon, founder of the Unification 
Church, was jailed for 13 months in a Federal 
Prison in Danbury, Ct. for conspiracy to obstruct 
justice, to make false statements to government 
agencies and for tax evasion, says Reginald M. Alev 
of the Cult Awareness Network. Alev also stated 
that the well-known conservative group, the Ripon 
Society, located in Wisconsin, has “sounded the 
alarm about Moon and CAUSA in recently published 
articles citing him as a threat to ethical conservatism. 

According to a brochure which The News was 
able to uncover, CAUSA International was established 
in 1980 to facilitate the search for responses to 
social problems. CAUSA is supposed to be a non¬ 
profit, non-secretarian educational and social
